A shootout late Saturday 
hight left Edmond Cox, age 37, 
dead with ‘seven gunshot 
wounds, according to Sheriff 
Neil Grantham. Arrested and 
charged with first degree man- 
slaughter following the shoot- 
ing was Raymond Kelley, age 
26, also of Elba. 

The shooting occurred at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Marion Williams in the Newbia 
Community. Kelley was re- 
‘portedly staying in the home at 
the time of the shooting. 

According to witnesses, 
Cox approached the house, 
after first calling on the tele- 
phone and arguing with Kelley. 
He was carrying a 12-gauge 
shotgun-and at some time be- 
fore he died, fired one shot 
through the front door of the 
frame house. Kelley report- 
edly was standing at the win- 
dow of a bedroom looking out 
the front of the house. Offi- 
cers said that Kelley fired 
seven shots from a .22 rifle 
through the window of the 
house, hitting Cox with all 
seven shots. 

Coroner Marvin Mcllwain, 
who pronounced Cox dead at 
the scene, said four of the 
shots hit the victim behind the 
left shoulder and three hit him 
in the front and right side of 
the head. 

Sheriff's Investigator Ray 
Norris was the first law offi- 
‘cer at the scene after the re- 
port of a shooting. He said 
he walked up to the house and 
asked Kelley if he was armed. 
When Kelley responded that he 
still had the rifle, Norris told 
him to put it down, which the 
man did immediately. Norris 
confiscated the weapon and 
placed Kelley under arrest. 

Cox's wife and one small 
child were in their car on the 
highway in front of the house at 
the time officers arrived, and 
said she had driven her hus- 
band to the Williams home. 

Helping Norris and Sheriff 
Neil Grantham with the in- 
vestigation was Deputy Joe 
Spurlin. 

Both the weapons were 
turned over to state investigat- 
ors for ballistics test and other 
tests.Mr. Williams told THE 
ELBA CLIPPER he was in the 
hall away from the living room 
when the shotgun blast entered 
the door. He said it sounded 
like shotgun pellets were hit- 
ting all around him, and he 
wished he was somewhere else. 
Mrs. Williams reportedly pla- 
ced the call to law officers.

Commission Votes 2 Jails, 2 Courthouses 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met in regular session 
on Monday, September 13, at 
the Elba Courthouse, and voted 
to build two mails as soon as 
possible and make plans_ to 
construct two courthouses. 

The day’s activities began 
at 10:00 a.m. when Mr. Joe 
Clark made an emotional plea 
for the Commission to fix the 
bridge which forced closure of 
a rural road. Mr. Clark said 
he was promised two years ago 
the bridge would be fixed, but 
no action has beentaken. Com- 
missioner O. V. Waters said 
“The engineer has been author-, 
ized to do the job, and we will 
ask him this afternoon why the 
job hasn’t been finished.” 
The commissioners 
took no action, nor did they 
inform the engineer of Mr. 
Clark’s troubles.) 

The fireworks began next 
when Enterprise attorney Joe 
Pittman came before the board.

Electric Bills 


To Increase 


The Elba Water and 
Electric Board,meeting Mon- 
day night was a routine meet- 
ing that ended on a sour note 
for the electricity users of 
Elba. At the close of the meet- 
ing, Chairman Charles Hayes 
read a letter from Alabama 
Electric Co-op informing Elba 


that as of October Ist the 
wholesale pooling rate for 
electricity will increase. 


Hayes noted that this increase 
will be 30% more. 

The pooling rate increase 
is due to anincrease inthe cost 
of electricity purchased from 
Alabama Power Company. This 
rate is set by the Federal 
Power Commission in Wash- 
ington. The Alabama Co-op 
challenged the rate hike and 
the beginning date was delayed 
from April to the October date, 
but apparently will be in effect 
on current bought after October 
1. 


In other business the Board 
approved payment for damage 
done in a home due to faulty 
power connections, and hired 
Polyengineering to plan for 
improvements in the present 
water system and long-range 
additions. The firm is also to 
handle the paper work onapply- 
ing for state and federal grants 
for these projects. 

Hayes presented the board 
members with information in- 
dicating that delinquent ac- 
counts totaled only $180.89, 
Inactive accounts (meters pul- 
led) totaled $482.68 with over 
half on one account and depo- 
Sits not applied 

Donald Weeks submitted his 
resignation to the Board and 
said he would work until the 
first of the month.

PRESIDENT BECOMES 
PUPIL 

Dr. D. M. Aldridge, for 
twenty years the president ol 
the Clear Creek Baptist 
School, has his hands full 
administering the theological 
school for adults. 

The school is growing so 
fast that housing for student 
families is becoming increas- 
ingly difficult to provide and 
maintain.

The hours 
traveling became longer each 
week until the enterprising ad- 


‘ministrator found a solution. 


He enrolled in a flying schgol! 
An instructor, Evelyn Bryan 
Johnson, who operates a well- 
known flying school at a ngar- 
by airport, was recommended 
and Aldridge was soon taking 
to the air. Within a few mon- 
ths, Aldridge obtained his’ pil- 
ot’s license and Clear Creek 
was given a_ single-engine 
Cessna 150 commuter. Now 
when weather permits and 
Aldridge must make a_ long 
trip, he uses his plane to keep 
appointments. 


More churches have begun- 


to call upon the school presi- 
dent for special services and 
no longer does he have to be 
away from his desk several 
days in order to speak. 

On a recent trip Aldridge 


was caught ina severe thun- 
derstorm and lost radio con- 
tact for several minutes. The 
storm required he use both 
hands just to keep the plane 
under control, so he was un- 
able to work the radio. After 
what seemed to bea long time, 
contact with ground control was 
made, who directed Aldridge 
safely to a nearby airport. 

Chalking the ordeal up to 
experience, Clear Creek's 
veteran president continues to 
make valuable contacts for

DECISION UPSETS VAUGHAN 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night. It was the final 
regular meeting of the present 
council. The newly-elected of- 
ficials will take office on Mon- 
day, October 4th. 

Most of the meeting was 
quiet and orderly, and the city 
fathers were showing a spark of 
harmony rarely seeninthe last 
few years. Suddenly the har- 
mony went into total collapse 
when a difference of opinion 
surfaced over a hospital board 
appointment. 

Councilman Ben Carpenter 
nominated Councilman Virgil 
Coleman, who was the only in- 
cumbent not to seek re-elect- 
ion, to a full term on the 
hospital board. Councilman 
Charles Ellis nominated anoth- 
er member of the council, 
Ronnie Vaughan, to fill the 
vacancy, 

The first confusion began 
when the councilmen were not 
sure if the nominations needed 
a second. Councilman Waylon 
Sharpless had voiced a second 
to Coleman’s nomination, but 
ho one spoke up to second 
Vaughan’s nomination, After 
checking several books on 
proper procedure, the council- 
men decided to forego the 
seconds and let both nomina- 
tions stand. 

The voting began with Ellis 
voling for Vaughan and 
Carpenter and Sharpless vot- 
ing against Vaughan. Then the 
vote for Coleman was

ing yes, and Ellis and Vaughan 
voting no. During the discus- 
sion about the necessity of 
no votes in such situations, 
Mayor Sam Sawyer broke the 
tie by voting for Coleman and 
assuring his appointment on 
the hospital board for a five- 
year term. Coleman had 
left the room during the en- 
tire exchange, saying he 
couldn’t vote, and wanted his 
fellow councilmen to feel 
free to express their feelings. 

Vaughan was visually upset 
over not getting the appoint- 
ment, and from time to time 
expressed this disappointment 
during the action. After the 
voting was complete, he called 
those who voted against him, 
~ = = ANGE. 2 ee eo 
and said several of them had 
lied to him, as had Coleman. 
He told the Council he didn’t 
understand their action - he 
knew what was going on at the 
hospital and could straighten 
it out. He was smart enough 
to make the dean's list at col- 
lege and felt he was smart 
enough to serve on the hospital 
board. Vaughan again declared 
the percentage of those voting 
against him, and then pointed 
to Sharpless, Sawyer, 
Carpenter, and also to 
Coleman, and told each one 
words to the effect that he 
didn't owe them a thing. 

Ellis tried to get the ap- 
pointment of Coleman unani- 
mous, but Vaughan opposed 
this action.

million is due to the relative- 
ly low unemployment rate in 
the county. 

“I'd like to stress to you 
(the Commission) that even 
though the state will get 
approximately $15 million, our 
group of counties will only 
get $6 million,” said Cathell. 
“That sounds like alargesum 
of money, but it doesn’t take, 
long to use it up.” 

Cathell urged the Commission 
not to seek multi-million dol- 
lar projects, but to go after 
grants for projects costing 
between $250,000-$500,000. 

Cathell also told the com- 
missioner that if more thanone 
application for agrant is made, 
it must be clearly stated which: 
application carries the most 
priority. 

“You must decide priorities 
on a realistic basis,” said Cath- 
ell, “if you make applications 
for two courthouses and 
two jails you'll lose three of 
them. The most you can hope 
for is to get one, or maybe 
two grants.” 

Cathell expalined the pro- 
cedure used in issuing grants, 
and broke down the exact 
process. 

Cathell closed by saying, 
“I don’t know what the people 
of the county want, but I feel 
it will be impossible to get all 
four grants that youare talking 
of applying for. Personally, 
I think the best chance you have 
for getting any federal money 
will come for construction ofa 
livestock holding pen in New 
Brockton. If there is any con- 
troversy concerning a project 
it will probably be thrown out, 
and the jail controversy is 
known statewide. Therefore, I 
feel the holding pen project 
would be your best bet for re- 
ceiving a grant.” 

County agent Tom Cassidy 
and Dan Presley told the 
commission the cost of 
building a holding pen would be 
$278,000, and that, figure was 
far below the 1/2 million cut- 
off line suggested by Cathell. 

Judge Sawyer reminded the 
group of the resolution they 
passed calling for the con- 
struction of two courthouses 
and two jails, and said, “From 
an econimical standpoint I think 
it would be wiser to seek agrant 
for the larger jail to be built 
in Enterprise, and then borrow 
the smaller anount for the jail 
in Elba.” 

Don Smith voiced his backing 
for the livestock holding pen, 
and suggested making it the 
application with top priority. 

Bennie Beckham said he 
felt they (the Commission) 
should pursue the grant with 
the best chance of getting 
funded, but added he wanted to 
get the most money possible. 

After another round-table 
type discussion, Commis- 
sioner Flourney Whitman made 
a motion to make an application 
for a federal grant to build a 
40-bed jail in the County Seat 
of Coffee County, Elba. Byron 
Galloway seconded the motion, 
and it was then open for dis- 
cussion before a vote was 
taken. 

Smith echoed Sawyer’s 
feelings from an ‘economical 
viewpoint’ by saying “Shouldn't 
we make the application forthe 
larger jail Cenierpr ae) and 
then borrow money for the 
smaller one? This would save 
the taxpayer's money!” 

Whitman recalled that Cathell 
reccomended making a smaller 
application, and mentioned a 
price of $400,000 needed for 
the proposed jail in Elba, 

Waters expressed his o- 
pinion that the jail issue had 
bad public reaction, and hinted 
he was leaning toward an 
application for the holding pen 
and not the jail. 

The vote was then taken, 
and it passed 3-0, with two 
members abstaining. Voting 
in favor of the motion were 
Whitman, Galloway, and Wa- 
ters, while Smith and Beckham 
abstained. 

Smith gave as his reason 
fot abstaining--“I can’t vote 
against getting grant money, 
however, Elba has a jail, and 
the law says Enterprise shall 
have one.” 

Bennie Beckham made a 
motion to seek funds for a 
livestock holding pen in New 
Brockton. Smith seconded the 
motion, and it was passed 
unanimously.
